run for office, may be defeated because of a variety of

' issue down by some other political controversy, the tem- 
perance forces have kept themselves aloof from partisian 
politics or from tying themselves irrevocably to any 
man. Hence those who have attempted to use prohibi- 
tion simply to aid their political ambitions, have been 
frowned upon, and in some cases they have become serif 
ously disappointed men.
